Baby chick sex 


A patent for a newly devised method of 
controlling the sex of baby chicks and im- 
proving embryo hatchability and viabil- 
ity of the hatched chick has been obtained 
by an Eastern poultry laboratory 

Numerous tests cited in the patent 
show that 98 to 100 percent of the treated egg 
can be hatched in the desired sex, and that 
both hatchability and viability can be im- 
proved materially 

Briefly, the newly patented method 
controls chick sex with an application of 
hormone solution to the fertile egg. Those 
eggs dipped into a solution consisting 
largely of androgens hatch into cockerels: 
those dipped into an estrogen solution 
hatch into pullets. The patent cites the 
method as being practical, effective

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Should you feed cattle

Here are three common summer catt!e- 
feeding programs and prospects for profit 
on each this year: 


Straight summer-grazing programs 
generally don't look profitable in '56. 

Some farmers and ranchers buy cattle 
in the spring, graze until late summer or 
early fall and then sell them as feeder cat- 
tle or for slaughter 

At this point in the cattle cycle, such grass 
cattle are at their greatest disadvantage 

This spring there are quite a number of 
cattle available, weighing around 550 to 
600 pounds, Our figures show that if they 
are bought now for $17 they will have to 
be sold in September for $16.50 in order 
to break even. This makes no allowance 
for labor or profit 

Heavier feeders, weighing something 
over 700 pounds, will do a little better on 
a grazing program and can_ possibly 
show some profit. They have the advan- 
tage of being two-way cattle in the fall 
they may be sold for slaughter or to other 
cattle feeders 

We suggest that you buy immediately for 
any of these grazing programs—as prices 
normally move higher into May when 
grass becomes available everywhere. Also 
there may be enough improvement in the 
fat-cattle market to bring some strength 
in feeder prices 

When these cattle sell next fall, you 
can expect them to be sold on a feeder- 
cattle market somewhat lower than ex- 
isted in September and October of 1955 
Feeding profits have been low or non 
existent this season and also the supply of 


j 


feeder cattle next fall may be record size 


A combination feeding and grazing 
program. Feeding grain on pasture, fol- 
lowed by a short dry-lot feed, looks better 
than a straight grazing program this year 

If you happen to be in the western 
Cornbelt and corn costs you $1.30 a 
bushel or more, you may be better off not 
to feed grain until the new crop is avail- 
able. However, you then run a risk of selling 
on a less favorable winter market 

If you haven’t fed milo before, you 
may want to look into the cost compared 
to corn. It is worth about 95 percent as 
much on a pound-for-pound basis and 
should be ground for feeding to cattle 

Assuming you could get corn for $1.20 
to $1.30 per bushel, one of the best deals 
seems to be to let your cattle make fast,

cheap gains on pasture until July when 


pastures begin to deteriorate. You then 
can Start feeding grain out in the pasture 
for 30 or 40 days, bringing your cattle 
into dry lot for most of the months of 
August and September 

If you buy the lighter cattle, those 
weighing under 600 pounds, you are go- 
ing to have trouble in getting them up to 
slaughter weight before November or 
possibly early December. Our price 
analysts feel that the September market 
for slaughter cattle will be better than 
October, and October in turn will be bet 
ter than November or December. There 
was a large carryover of calves and steers 
in the January 1 inventory, many of 
which were not on feed and may be com- 
ing to market in considerable volume 
late in 1956 and early of 1957 

Good and Choice 2-year steers weigh- 
ing over 700 pounds are a good buy at 
this time. They are selling low in com- 
parison to lighter cattle at most markets 

that is, they are lower than usual 

If bought at around 17 to 18 cents 
calves will probably sell in the 20- to 22 
cent range on the same market. These 
heavier cattle will make good gains on 
early spring grass, go into the feedlot and 
reach a good slaughter weight by Sep- 
tember or early October. 

For instance, if bought now at 72 
pounds, they should reach 1,000 pounds 
and grade High-Good or Low-Choice by 
early October. If bought at 17 cents, run 
on grass for 75 days, and then worked up 
to a full feed by sometime in August, they 
would have to sell for about $18.40 to 
break even. It is our opinion that Good 
to Choice 1,000-pound steers will top 
that price in Chicago next September 
and October by $2 to $3 a hundred 


Strictly dry-lot feeding programs |ook 
fairly favorable for feeders from now until 
fall also. Grain and roughage are com- 
paratively cheap in the eastern Cornbelt 
and there also you should have a few 
cents’ margin between today’s price of 
feeder cattle and the selling price of 
slaughter cattle next fall 

If you haven’t fed cattle in July and 
August, you may find that your rate of 
daily gain will be definitely lower than in 
the cooler months. If shade can be avail- 
able for cattle on feed it will help a lot 
Also, there should be provisions made for

You may be able to produce more pe 
acre by growing two grain crops in on 
year on the same piece of land, especiall) 
in the southern half of the Cornbelt 
Recent developments—like earlier seed 
varieties, larger and better machinery 
that speeds up field work, increasing use 
of grain dryers, and heavier fertilizer ap 
plications—-mean you should take an 
other look at this idea 
A lot of corn is planted the last of Jun 
or early July because of wet weather and 
other problems, Although these late 
planted crops aren’t always successful, in 
many instances they mature and supply a 
great amount ol feed—or immature grain 
can be artificially dried or made into 
silage, if you have livestock to use it 
Among the possibilities are following 
wheat, rye, or barley with corn, sorghum 
or beans. Success depends a lot on weath 
er, but by planting an early maturing 
first crop, getting it harvested fast, pr 
viding plenty of plant food, fast seedbed 
preparation, and planting a tast-matur- 
ing second crop—all now possible—the 
chances should be pretty good.

Green-lot feeding 


Advantages 

1. Most efficient use of forages: Green- 
feeding forages in right stage of growth 
gives more produc uion per acre than any 
other method. Reasons: You feed entire 
plant; no loss from trampling; no loss 
from fermentation 

2. Better control of bloat: Farmers report 
little or no bloat trouble—much less than 
with rotational or straight grazing. Cattle 
are closer to buildings—easier to watch 
3. Levels out production: You can main- 
tain both the quantity and quality of for- 
ages all through the summer months, By 
controlling dates of planting and using 
different « rops, you can use each « rop at 
about its best stage of growth. Green feed- 
ing makes best use of rank-growing « rops 
such as sudan and corn 

4. No fencing required: One of the big 


advantages of green feeding 


Disadvantages 

1. Daily job: There's no getting around 
the fact that once or twice a day you 
must go to the field and chop forage 

2. Added machinery needs: Essential in a 
green-lot feeding program is a forage 
chopper. A direct cut is preferred, With 
machinery you can expect breakdowns 
A stand-by pasture is a good idea in case 
of a major breakdown. A self-unloading 
or self-feeding wagon keeps labor low, 
3. Difficulty in regulating growth: In the 
early summer you have too much forage 
and in the late summer quite often a lack 
of forage. Excess forage can be made into 
hay or silage. Plan on filling late-summer 
forage needs with sudan or corn. 

4. Manure handling: As with feeding out 


of storage, you have a manure problem 
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Continuous pasture 
Advantages 


1. Less labor: This system requires the 
least amount of labor. One thing offsets 
part of advantage—rounding up cattle 
2. Manure on land: You don’t have much 
of a manure problem when cattle are on 
straight pasture. One or two scatterings a 
summer might be necessary 

3. Least management needed: This could 
be a factor in your decision if your tume is 
at a premium. A beef cow herd would be 
a more logical choice for straight pasture 
than a dairy herd. Reason: The dairy an- 
imals are normally handled more than 
beef animals, Beef cattle on feed fit either 
system of forage utilization 

4. Best for rough land: On most farms 
there are several acres of rough or timber 
land. This, of course, is best utilized by 
straight grazing. Young dairy stock or 


beef brood cows are best on this land 


Disadvantages 

1. Wastage and trampling: Trampling is 
a problem, especially with rank, fast- 
growing crops Cattle have a tendency to 
nip off the tender part and the stem soon 
gets tough. Some forage is also lost due to 
contamination with manure 

2. Fencing cost: A good fence is required 
with any type of continuous grazing 

3. Bloat problem Probably the most seri- 
ous objection to this system when leg- 
umes are included in the mixture. It 
doesn’t take many losses from bloat to 
take the profit out of this method of for- 
age utilization 

4. Least return per acre: This is a com- 
bination of a number of factors: Tram- 
pling, loss from manure, bloat loases, and 
uneven quality and quantity of forage

It takes more than just fertilizer

The 92 members of the Vermillion Valley Pacemakers, 
Livingston County, Illinois, stand behind this statement 
They know that to grow corn on the 100-bushel level 
takes a combination of fertilizer and good management 
practices, 

Each year, every member starts with fertilizer recom- 
mendations based on a soil test to assure balanced fertility 


for 100-bushel corn. In 1954 the average yield of the 


group jumped from 69 to 105 bushels per acre. But in 
955, not all of them got the response from fertilizer they 
had expected 
So they went into group meetings, and by pooling their 
experiences, they were able to find out why that 100- 
bushel recommendation failed to produce 
conclude a farmer 


On these pages are 5 rules they 


must follow to get the most corn for his fertilizer dollars 


2. Production goals must be set within a soil’s physical limitations 


Norman Foss, Cornell, relies on terracing and contour- 
ing to control and conserve moisture on his rolling, poorly 
drained, Clarence clay-loam soil. Yields are usually most 
limited by the soil’s physical characteristics. A 4-year ro- 
tation including 2 years of alfalfa-brome meadow is de- 
signed to improve the condition of this tight soil 

In 1954, with 


18 inches of rain from May through 


August, Norm’s corn averaged 110 bushels. Last year 
with 5'% inches of rain in the same period, he got only 69 
bushels per acre 

Both were 


extreme situations, but when he considers 


the restricted root growth and poor acration on this 


typically drouthy soil, Norm feels that 100 bushels is too 
high to shoot for. He believes that fertilizer response will 
be the most efficient if he tries for around 80 to 85 bushels 
this year 

The Pacemakers recognize that each individual farmer 
has his own soil conditions and soil problems, It is im- 
portant that he manage his farm on this basis, and not 


blindly follow the practices of others 
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3. The crop must be protected from all forms of insect attack 


Insect damage kept fertilizer response from showing up 
in parts of the Pacemaker area last year. About 75 per- 
cent of the farmers who observed corn-borer infestation 
reported heavy to severe damage 

Franklin Freed estimated he had 15 to 18 borers per 
stalk in his fields in mid-July, just before he sprayed. It 
cost him $2.50 an acre to kill them, but he says he saved 
15 bushels of corn per acre. These 15 bushels made quite 
a difference when he figured up his profits 

Borers damage the shanks, which cuts off “circulation” 
to the ears, resulting in chaffy ears and ears that drop off 
the stalks at picking time. The boring done inside the 
stalk often permits entry of stalk rot 

Soil insects, too, must be efficiently controlled. Main- 
taining the stand population is important, for just 1,000 
stalks with 44-pound ears runs up to 7 bushels of corn 

Pacemakers applied soil insecticides if there was any 
possibility that soil insects might attack their crop. One 
member who suffered heavy wireworm damage in past 


seasons had no stalks down after treating with aldrin 


4. Pick hybrids that like the pressure of high fertility and thick planting 


Some hybrids do not respond to fertilizer applications 
apparently because they cannot stand the competition 
produced by high plant populations 

This seemed to be true for John Householder, Fair- 
bury, who ran his own experiment field. He planted 10 
different hybrids. Those of the same maturity were plant- 
ed at the same time, in the same field. The yields ranged 
from 71 up to 100 bushels 

Hybrids also differ in their ability to resist corn borer, 
stalk rot, and lodging. The differences seem to show up 
more sharply as plant populations are increased 

John’s experience leads him to believe that it is very 
important to select hybrids on the basis of past perform- 
ance under similar fertility and planting conditions. This 
is especially true if you are after high production 

Ihe corn crop must withstand tremendous abuse be- 
tween planting and harvesi—attacks by insects, damage 
by the weather, and losses through mechanical opera- 
tions. It is important you start off with good seed corn 


5. Mechanical cornpicking losses must be recognized and reduced 


The losses that can result in cornpicking are usually 
overlooked. It takes a field check to see just how high 
they actually are 

Aman Scheeler, grain elevator operator in Graymont, 
asked 5 farmers who thought they did a good job of pick- 
ing to go back into the field and figure their losses 
Naturally, they found the biggest loss was in shelled corn 
One man found he had left 20 bushels per acre in the 
field. That was the highest loss. The man with the lowest 
loss found 5 bushels per acre 

Aman feels that much of this loss is caused by poorly 
adjusted picking equipment. Picker and roller speeds 
should be adjusted as moisture conditions change from 
morning to afternoon. Adjustments should be made for 
hybrid differences in ear height and shank toughness 

Aman also thinks many farmers drive too fast while 
picking. Much of the shelled corn left in the field is need- 
less waste. Shattering is the result of fast picking

Alfalfa-brome is green-chopped 
during lush growth period 


Both first and second cuttings of alfalfa-brome 
are green-chopped and hauled to the cattle. If 
growth gets ahead of cutting, it is made into 
hay. If feed supply runs short, Busboom cuts 
from another hayfield as long as is needed 

A firm believer in green feeding, Busboom 
gets from 2 to 4 times the feed per acre. The 
actual increase varies, depending on the crop

Most 
poultrymen raise better pullets from 
sexed chicks. The birds have more room

Boost 


By breeding for meat-type hogs 
and selling at lighter weights, 
is advice of marketing specialists 
at Missouri College of Agriculture 


Consumer surveys all point to one fact, 
say Missouri College of Agriculture mar- 
keting specialists. ““Today’s housewife 
wants lean meat.’ 

Recent surveys made by colleges across 
the nation and by the American Meat In- 
stitute reveal the need to get lean pork 
cuts on the retail counter which the con- 
sumer will readily buy 

To help your own market for pork, you 
can do two things, say the marketing 
specialists —breed for meat-type hogs and 
market your hogs at lighter weights 
around 200 pounds 

Livestock specialists figure that if we 
could cut 50 pounds or more off of all 
250-260 pound hogs going to market to- 
day, prices could jump from 85 cents to 
$1.10 per hundred from the cut in lard 
tonnage alone. Light hogs at the Missouri 
College of Agriculture weighing about 

200 pounds have produced only 3 gallons 
of lard. But 255-pound animals produce 
gallons of lard which has to be disposed of 
at low prices 

Heavy hogs are forcing all hogs to sell 
at a discount today and are partly re- 
sponsible for the current hog market. Not 
only do hogs with too much fat affect 
prices but they force the consumer to 
take pork which is too fat for top-quality 
meat. This means more dissatisfaction 
with pork and is causing some loss of the 
pork market among housewives 

Lean cuts from good meat-type hogs 
are needed. For example, pork chops 
need a big loin eye, which means a big 
portion of lean meat. Then they sell 
readily 

The same is true for all cuts. On hams 
and butts, the housewife likes to see lean 
meat. She buys accordingly. Given the 
right type hogs, retailers can move more 
pork. And that means a bevter market 

lo meet this preference demand by 
housewives, processing plants have adopt- 
ed the new lean meat trim for retail pork 
The plan announced by the American 
Meat Institute has recently been put into 
practice by packers. Not more than '4 
inch of outside fat is being left on hams, 
butts, and loins. Packers can do a better 
job of disposing of excess fat at the plant 
than can retail stores 

The result has been a “new look’’ in 
pork. And confidence in pork needs to be 
built up among the retail public, say the 
marketing specialists. But.this is a two- 
way operation. Packers are helping by 
trimming off excess fat and by increasing 
promotional efforts. The American Meat 
Institute has an intensive pork campaign 
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hog prices 


Consumer preference and retail prices go 
hand in hand. Housewives paid 39 cents for 
pork chop on the left and 29 cents for the fat 
chop on right. They want the big, meaty loin 
eye produced by a meat-type hog— not the 
one on right from typically fat, chuffy hog 


Packers are trimming off the excess outside 
fat to give pork the ‘new look" and house- 
wives the lean pork cuts they prefer. Fat 
trimmings at the left represent the excess fat 
on this loin. One on the right isnot trimmed 
and shows the normal covering of outside fat 


underway. Farmers are helping by shift- 
ing to meat-type hogs and by marketing 
at lighter weights 

Meat-type hogs have been bringing 
more money per hundred. Missouri Col- 
lege of Agriculture Marketing Specialist 
jim Reynolds says the spread will be 
more this year 

Outlook for 1956 indicates all hog 
prices will be about the same or lower 
than in 19 jut meat-type hog prices 
are expec ted to be somewhat higher 

Besides more money for lean hows, you 
can expect to produce them at lower cost 
Experiments have shown this. It takes 
more feed per hundred pour ds ol @wain t 
produce lard than lean. So it’s just good 
efhciency to feed for lean and get the hog 
crop on the market at the least possible 
cost in feed 

The Onnio Swine Evaluation station fed 
two pigs from each of 108 litters separate- 
ly to compare Costs The lean hogs which 
would grade U.S. No. 1 on the market 
required 334 pounds of grain to put on 
100 pounds ol gain 

Fat hogs in the test, grading U.S. No. 2 
and 3, needed 8 pounds of feed to put 


on 100 pounds of gain

The corn on the left had a complete starter 
fertilizer; that on the right had starter without 
potash. First tried extensively two years ago, 


Eve: since we started fertilizing corn 
we’ ve tended to give ita ““complete-meal 
helping of mixed fertilizer, right at plant- 
ing time. And we have increased the size 
of that helping year by year, with heavier 
applications of higher-analysis fertilizer 

Now we've known for a long time that 
corn needs different amounts of plant 
food at different stages of growth. Phos- 
phorus, for instance, is badly needed in 
large amounts early, as well as all through 
the corn plant’s growth period. The 
greatest need for potassium comes from 
the time the corn plant is about waist 
high, to maturity, Nitrogen is needed in 
largest amounts while the ear is filling 

What we did not know until recently is 
that by putting all these elements on at 
once, at planting time and close to the 
seed, we might be preventing the young 
corn plant from getting the large amount 
of phosphorus it needed for its most 
vigorous growth 

Dr. George N. Hoffer, Indiana author- 
ity on soil fertility, first outlined the prob- 
lem 2 years ago. This was his explanation 

It is chemically impossible, of course, to 
add pure potassium or pure phosphorus 
to the soil as fertilizers. They must be 
added in combinations containing other 
elements. The potassium in fertilizer is in 
the form of potassium chioride, called 
potash. The phosphorus is in the form of 
phosphor At id 

Doctor Hoffer found this: When we add 
a laree amount of potash potassium 
chloride) at planting time, close to the 


seed, the young corn plant tends to ab-

sorb not only the potassium, but some of 
the chloride which is combined with the 
potassium 

Scientists call this “luxury consump- 
tion.”’ Actually, it means that this chlo- 
ride fills the tissues of the young corn 
plant and there is simply not enough 
room left for the plant to absorb as much 
phosphorus as it needs. With the total 
amount of growth-promoting phosphorus 
thus reduced, growth and maturation of 
the corn plant is slowed down 

rhe condition may be compared to 
eating large quantities of bulky, non- 
nutritious sawdust just before a steak din- 
ner. You would have no room left for 
steak, yet you'd still be undernourished 

What to do about it? Well, one solution 
was relatively simple, once the condition 
was understood 

First to test the idea was Dr. Jim Hol- 
bert, Bloomington, Illinois. researcher in 
hybrid corn. Here is the way he describes 
the tests, and the impressive results 

“Since the potassium is not needed at 
planting time, but a little later in the 
growing period when the corn plant’s 
roots extend out over a wide area, George 
Hoffer suggested we broadcast the potash 
and plow it under By doing this we 
scatter it out, all through the plow laye: 
It’s still there when the corn needs it. But 
the chlorides in that potash are not con- 
centrated around the corn seedling. This 
leaves the plant plenty of appetite for 
phosphorus

system for fertilizing corn, as follows 

“We test the soil and, where needed 
plow down 200 pounds of 60-percent 
muriate of potash to the acre. Also, extra 
phosphorus, where the tests show it's 
needed. Before planting time, we apply 
up to 100 pounds of nitrogen, in the form 
of anhydrous ammonia or urea. Then, at 
planting time, for our planter-applied 
fertilizer, we use what the fertilizer people 
call a water-soluble phosphate. To get 
this we use around 125 pounds of 5-40-0 
or sometimes 11-48-0, or 6-36-0. That 
last zero is the big change. We apply no 
potash at planting time 

**That system works wonders. In our 
seed fields, it has given us the best quality 
seed we have ever produced. Seed of high- 
er germination, unbelievable vigor. and 
much greater resistance to disease 

“And we didn’t just try it on a test plot 
George Hofler’s reasoning tied in so close- 
ly with our own observation and expe- 
rience, that we used the system on 6,006 
acres of corn that first year.

Pigs with rheumatism have been enlisted 
in the fight against human arthritis at 
Purdue University. Using crippled pork 
ers, scientists have found some important

The pigs are the first nonhumans 
which rheumatoid disease has beer 
duced, They were given swine ¢ wl 

Thirty-five percent of the test animals 
died, and half of the survivors got ar 
thritis. They were helped by treatment 
with cortisone and ACTH, the drugs used 
on human patients. Vaccination of pigs 
before giving them the disease reduced 
the number of deaths but raised the pet 
centage of arthritics

ing: (1) It cuts labor costs; (2) buildings 
used in growing pullets double as laying 
quarters later on, and provide a way to 
stretch the laying year; (3) confinement 
rearing cheats the foxes out of many a 
delicious meal; and (4) pullets produced 
in this manner equal their range-raised 
cousins in laying-house performance 

Sure, there are many pros and cons. 
But results of many good poultrymen and 
research stations seem to give this pro- 
gram the nod 

Veteran poultry raisers Mr. and Mrs 
Ross Thompson, Rolla, Missouri, have 
grown pullets on clean range for 13 years, 
and consistently produced a top-notch 
laying flock. But it was too much work 
Foxes and owls caused trouble. So it 
meant closing the shelters at night. open- 
ing them in the morning. The Thompsons 
also made a midday trip to range to 
check on feeders and waterers. During 
recent drouth years, pasture fizzled out, 
and range turned into a mere exercise 
ground, Pullets were usually in 15 to 
25 percent production before they were 
housed—there was loss of carly eggs in 
stolen nests, and production generally 
slumped temporarily when the birds were 
moved to laying quarters 

Ihe Thompsons switched to confine- 
ment rearing of their 600-pullet flock a 
year ago. Result: No loss from vermin 
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Pullets are moving indoors

Says he has 
some trouble from cannibalism—would 
have less if birds had up to 3 feet. Pauli 
reports no difference in egg production 
from the two groups. Confined pullets 
start laying a week or two earlier, but 
production is about the same later on 

D. C. Henderson of the University of 
Vermont was one of the pioneers in this 
work, starting in 1948. Good range saved 
14 percent on the feed bill during the 
latter part of growing season when pro 
vided to restricted-fed birds. West Vir 
ginia University poultrymen found that 
confined-growing stock ate about 10 per 
cent more feed than full-fed range birds 
As to egg production, poultry researcher 
Thomas Clark of West Virginia sums it 
up this way, “All of our results show that 
range or confinement has little effect on 
egg production or egg size 

Q. B. Kinder at the Missouri Experi- 
ment Station has found no real differences 
to date in trials started a year ago-—-other 
than sharply lower labor needs in con 


finement rearing

Piper sudan 
best in Illinois tests 


Piper outranks all other sudan varieties 
in producing usable pasture, hay, or si- 
lage per acre, according to research at the 
University of Illinois 

Preliminary investigation by A. W. 
Burger of the Department of Agronomy 
indicates that as much as 17 tons of silage 
may be produced per acre. Piper did pro- 
duce 6.8 tons of hay in 3 cuttings or 4.2 
tons of usable pasture per acre in 6 ro- 
tational grazings last summer. 

Burger points out that some livestock 
producers believe that Piper is not so pal- 
atable as sweet sudan for grazing. How- 
ever, it does produce more tonnage and 
for this reason is mcre desirable for silage 
or hay 

Under central Illinois conditions Piper 
is resistant to disease that cuts yields of 
other sudans. Wheeler sudan is highly 
susceptible, causing lower production of 
edible forage during the critical period of 
hot August days.

Palatability of grasses. Another angle 
to bloat prevention is the palatability of 
the grasses in a mixed stand. If the grass 
is relatively unpalatable, cattle can bloat 
even when the percentage of legumes is 
down to 20 percent, for the cattle will 
nibble the legume plants and pass up the 
grass. Bloat-producing plants seem to be 
at their worst when growing rapidly 


High-nitrogen fertilizer. Another stab 
at bloat prevention comes through what 
might be termed the side-door entrance 

¢limination of the cause. This means 
doing away with the legumes in a pasture 
mixture and filling the gap through ap- 
plication of high-nitrogen fertilizer 

Kling Anderson, agronomist at Kansas 
State College, has found that ammonium 
nitrate applic ations tend to discourage 
legume growth. At the same time, feeding 
value of grasses is improved by raising the 
protein content. On treated pasture, this 
may run as high as 12 to 15 percent at the 
boot stage of growth and it holds up bet- 
ter as the season advances. 

rhe nitrogen treatment also keeps a

Experiments at the Washington State 
College, comparing irrigated brome-al- 
falfa pastures with straight grass stands 
fertilized with 200 pounds of nitrogen pet 
acre, showed that the grass-legume com- 
bination produced 1,080 pounds of beef 
per acre, compared with 816 for the grass 
alone 

However, after deducting the pounds 
of beef lost because of bloat losses, the 
grass-legume mixture produced only 850 
pounds of beef per acre.

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solution to their bloat problem, seems to 
be pretty well founded from a scientific 
standpoint. Silage made from the whole 
plant will not produce bloat, while silage 
made from the tops (the way the animals 
graze it) does cause bloating. In Califor- 
nia tests, 60 percent cf the animals bloated 
when fed alfalfa-top silage at the rate of 
60 pounds per head daily 

Bloating also declines when cattle are 
switched to strip grazing. The explana- 
tion seems to be that in close confinement 
animal must eat the whole plant rather 
than running over the entire pasture nip- 
ping off the tops 

The theory seems to be that the sharp 
points on the short-cut stems of green for- 
age tend to irritate the lining of the 
paunch and stimulate belching 

Hauling green-chopped forage to cattle 
in the feedlot is not a sure-fire preventive, 
but it can go a long way in cutting down, 
or even completely climinating, losses 
from bloat. 


Hay feeding. A bloat preventive meas- 
ure that still tops the list for many bloat 
authorities is the feeding of hay to cattle 
before turning them out to pasture, and 
after they’re out 

The important thing in using this 
method is that the hay be palatable and 
high quality, Sudan-grass hay, at 12 to 15 
pounds per head per day, rates high as a 
bloat preventive. So does oats hay. This 
rate of feeding on pasture reduces green- 
forage consumption by 15 to 20 percent 

Another of the older tricks is that of 
letting the animals fill up on a relatively 
bloatless type of pasture before turning 
them onto bloat-producing stands 

G. C. Cole of the University of Cali- 
fornia reports that farmers in his state 
keep down bloat by turning cattle onto 
sudan grass at night and then onto pure 
stands of alfalfa during the day.

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Is this a good time to 


Expand or

Off hand, this might seem like the worst 
possible time to start farming or to ex- 
pand your operation—with hog and cat- 
tle prices low and costs high. But let’s 
look at it another way. At no time in the 
past several years could you buy more 
cheaply the livestock and used equipment 
needed for expansion or to start farming 

A few years ago seemed like a good 
time—prices were high and it looked like 
a young man could make out all right 
But prices started their downward path 
and some of the men who started during 
those “‘good” times with heavy invest- 
ments are the ones in trouble now. It’s 
not their fault—that’s just the way things 
turned out 

Prices of hogs, cattle, and used ma- 
chinery and equipment--or just about 
everything you’d need for expansion or 
starting farming except land——now should 
be about at the bottom. There'd better be 
only one way they can go—up. If that’s 
true, then you'd be riding the up side of 
the cycle, in contrast with the young men 
who rode the down side 

That’s not a prediction—no one knows 
what's ahead. But it’s another way to 
look at the situation if you’re thinking 
about expanding or starting farming 
and have or can get the money. 


Obviously it means a pretty tight belt 
for awhile. As 26-year-old Korean war 
veteran Joseph E. Feldman of Terril, 
lowa, puts it, it takes “a strong back and 
plenty of guts, and if you haven’t got 
both, you'd better not step into it.” Feld- 
man started farming last year on what 
you might call a shoestring 

He and his wife, Leila, had their house- 
hold goods, a 1953.model car, $500 in 
cash, and no debts. He rented a 280-acre 
farm, borrowed $5,900 from the Farmers 
Home Administration, and plunged in 

He bought a big used tractor, over- 
hauled and painted, from a dealer for 
$1,550. For other equipment he went to 
lots of farm sales. He knew what he want- 
ed and how much he could pay. When 
the bidding went higher than his figure 
he quit bidding 

By the time he had made the rounds of 
the sales he had: wagon gear, $100; self- 
feeder, $190; seeder, $71.40; side-delivery 
rake, $225; disc, $135; wagon and box, 
$181.50; two-unit milker, $195; plow, 
$125; cultivator, $310; spring-tooth har- 
row and drag, $165; three hog troughs, 
$14.50; wagon box, $31; cream separator, 
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$45; hog waterer, $50; 4-row planter, 
$211; sprayer, $132.09; and two self- 
feeders, $214. These items came to a total 
of $2,395.49. 


Feldman bought 4-row equipment so 
he could handle the amount of land he 
has rented. Even so, he works from 5 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. lots of days 

He couldn’ t afford to buy a corn picker 
or a combine so he arranged to trade 
work at harvest time for getting these jobs 
done on his farm. He can trade time, 
which he has, for money, which he is 
short of 

He bought bred cows and sows—not 
the highest grade but good producers. He 
got 12 bred sows for $600; 5 bred Hol- 
stein cows for $783; and 200 hens for $200 

a total of $1,583 

These expenditures make a grand total 
of $5,528.49. The rest of the borrowed

Feldman is repaying the loan at the 
rate of $1,200 a year, plus 5 percent in- 
terest on the loan 

His thinking on money matters is in- 
teresting. He says, ““We pay on the loan 
every chance we get. That way there is no 
temptation to spend it for something 
else.” 

He settles accounts with the farm own- 
er every 2 weeks. “That way our money 
isn’t tied up and we can put it back to 
work,”’ Feldman says 

He figures he will about break even for 
the next 3 years and keep his loan paid 
up. He also expects to increase his inven- 
tory. After 3 years the Feldmans hope to 
“begin to see daylight.”

Tips for buying 


Hail insurance on crops 


By Clark Q. Lewis 


There are two kinds of hail insurance 
available for your crops. The most com- 
mon coverage is known as the percentage 
crop-hail policy. The second is the guaran- 
teed price-per-bushel policy. 

To illustrate the two types, let’s see how 
they would apply on a typical farm with 
say 50 acres of corn, 20 acres of soybeans, 
and 40 bushels of oats under cultivation. 


Percentage crop-hail coverage. | irst, 
to be fully protected, base your crop valu- 
ations according to the rate limits for the 
various crops. Top limits for typical crops 
are: oats, barley, rye, clover, and timothy 
—$50 an acre; wheat—$75 an acre; 
corn, soybeans, alfalfa, sweet corn, and 
sugar beets—$100 an acre. 

However, you don’t need to insure 
crops for their full value. For example, 
corn may be insured for only $70 or $40 
per acre. This would be the maximum 
payable in the event of a loss. 

Using the percentage-type policy, your 
50 acres of corn at $100 per acre would be 
insured for $5,000. In the event of a loss, 
if hail decreased your crop’s yield 40 per- 
cent, you would have a 40-percent loss. 
On this basis you would collect 40 percent 
of the amount of the insurance, or $2,000. 
In order to collect the full $5,000 insur- 
ance, you would have to have a 100-per- 
cent loss. 

Your 20 acres of soybeans at the maxi- 
rum of $100 per acre would be insured 
for $2,000 and the 40 acres of oats at $50 
per acre for $2,000. The total insurance 
on the corn, oats, and soybeans is $9,000. 
Figuring at the rate of $1.75 per $100 of 
valuation ($1.75 is approximate base rate 
west of the Mississippi River), the total 
premium will be $157.50. 


Guaranteed price-per-bushel cover- 
age. Seventeen years ago one of the 
major companies started writing what is 
known as the guaranteed price-per- 
bushel crop-hail policy. However, it is 
not generally available west of the Mis- 
sissippi River. 

It provides for a means of insuring con- 
ventional farm crops—corn, soybeans, 
and small grains. 

Using corn for an example, it can be 
insured for a minimum of 45 bushels per 
acre. With this policy it is necessary to de- 
cide on a price per bushel. 

Previously, we discussed the percent- 
age policy and 50 acres of corn. To give 
us a comparison, we should have the 
same amount—$100 per acre—about 71 
bushels per acre at the 1956 sealing price 
of $1.40 a bushel. In the event of a loss, 
you, as an insured, will be paid for every 
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bushel lost not exceeding 71 bushels per 
acre. 

To compare the actual-loss payment 
between these two types of policies, con- 
sider the same 40 percent decrease in 
yield from a ioss by hail. Since the bushe! 
policy pays for the aumber of bushels lost, 
it is necessary to establish what your 
potential yield would have been had no 
loss occurred. 

Assuming a potential corn yield of 70 
bushels per acre, a 40 percent decrease in 
yield would bring a 28-bushel per acre 
loss. A 28-bushel per acre loss on 50 acres 
would result in a total loss of 1,400 bush- 
els, The crop is insured for $1.40 per 
bushel. The insurance company would 
pay you $1,960. The percentage policy 
on the same loss paid 40 percent of the 
amount of the insurance (40 percent of 
$5,000), or $2,000. In this case the per- 
centage policy paid $40 more. 

The bushel policy will pay the full 
amount of insurance in this case when 71 
bushels are lost, regardless of the number 
of bushels that will be harvested. Both 
policies will pay the same in the case of a 
total loss. 

Soybeans and small grains may be in- 
sured on the same basis. However, dif- 
ferent minimums are required; oats and 
barley, 35 bushels per acre; soybeans, 22; 
wheat, 20; rye, 15 and hay crops, 2 tons 


Buy early in the season. If you're going 
to buy hail insurance on your crops, buy 
early in the season. Cost is no more and 
you get the extra days of protection 

The application for these policies con- 
tains an agreement which says, in effect, 
that designated crops are covered begin- 
ning 24 hours after the application is 
signed by you and the agent, and contin- 
ues for 240 hours thereafter. During that 
time the company will cither complete 
the contract by the issuance of a policy or 
reject the application 

This policy covers only damage caused 
by hail. It doesn’t cover other damage 
combined with hail. Nor does it cover losses 
by hail that resulted only from your neg- 
lect, failure, or inability to cut, dig, pick, 
pull, or otherwise harvest matured crops 
You can’t collect on grain you can re- 
cover with a harvester or combine 

Even if you are a tenant farmer you 
can protect your share of the crop with a 
crop-hail policy. For example: If you 
own a one-half interest in 100 acres of 
wheat and want a limit of $37.50 per 
acre on your share, you would carry 
$3,750 of insurance. This coverage would 
cost you about $64.12. However, rates 
vary in different areas.

How can! tell if treatment is effective? 


Check the field 3 days after treatment 
If you did a good job, the new leaves com- 
ing out of the whorl will not have shot 
holes in them 

If you find new damage, better treat 
again in 7 days. 


Can I treat too late? 


Yes! The young borers feed on the leaf 
surface for 10 days to 2 weeks before bor- 
ing into the stalk. You can kill them 
while they are on the leaf, but once they 
get into the stalk they are safe from yeur 
insecticide 


How can! tell if it’s too late to treat? 


Check the size and shape of the leaf 
damage. Older borers make larger holes 
as shown in smaller photograph. By the 
time the leaf grows out of the whorl so 
that you can see these holes, the borers 
have probably moved into the stalks. 


What mistakes should | avoid? 


1. Treating at the wrong time, gener- 
ally too late. Especially important for 
those using granular DDT. Rumor that 
timing is not important with granules is 
false. Timing is important with granules. 

2. Spray nozzles too close to corn plant. 
Concentration may burn leaves. Nozzles 
should be about 12” above whorl 

3, Spraying in windy weather is bad 
business; too much blows away 

4. Cheating on rate of application. A 
few cents saved on insecticide may mean 
dollars lost in corn yield. Put on enough 
to do the job 

5. Thinking corn-borer losses are so 
small that control measures are too much 
trouble and expense.

3. Bloat problem: You still have the bloat 
problem with rotational grazing. Many 
farmers feel that this system helps cut 
down on the number of cases over straight 
grazing. 

4. Trampling: Rotational grazing works 
both ways in regard to trampling. With 
heavy forages, such as sudan, you may 
actually get more trampling than with 
straight pasture. With average growth 
you can carry more cattle per acre since 
the cattle eat more of the entire plant 

5. Water problem: If pasture is fenced off 
in small plots, you need a handy water 
supply for each plot. Otherwise, the cattle 
will have to travel too far to get a drink. 





New 
pig disease 


A new baby pig disease has been report- 
ed by Dr. Bert W. Bierer of the Clemson 
Livestock Laboratory, Clemson, South 
Carolina, He describes the symptoms as 
moderate diarrhea, wasting away, and 
coughing, with arthritis often appearing 
in later stages. Mortality varies from low 
to high depending on the efficiency with 
which the herd is maintained. Greatest 
losses occur when stunted pigs fail to 
thrive in a normal manner 

Although the new disease has not been 
positively identified, Dr. Bierer believes 
it is a Pasteurellosis. He adds that a virus 
may also be involved. An additional com- 
plication is that the disease may recur in 
subsequent litters unless the sow is re- 
moved to another farm for farrowing 

The treatment with sulfonamides, anti- 
biotics, and mixed porcine bacterins has 
given varying degrees of control 


Weight-for-age selection 
gives heavy, fancy cattle 


Six years of selecting beef heifers on a 
weight-for-age basis at New Mexico A. 


and M. College has resulted in heavy, 
fancy cattle—not big, rough ones 

W. E. Flint, New Mexico livestock 
specialist, said heaviest heifers were select- 
ed for replacements unless some other 
characteristic disqualified a heifer 

Calves from the three heaviest groups 
(600-649, 650-699. over 00 pounds) 
averaged almost 400 pounds each at 
weaning time compared with 360 pounds 
for calves from the lighter heifers (under 
600 pounds). Also the heavier heifers 
weaned a 95-percent calf crop compared 
with only 75 percent for the lighter heif- 
ers, and the number of Choice calves was 
greater from the heavier heifers 

“We like the system of weighing heifers, 
painting the weights on cach heifer, and 
selecting the heaviest ones first for re- 
placements,” Flint said.

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Veterinary helps 


Heavy doses of Vitamin D 
prevent milk fever 


Milk fever can be prevented in suscep- 
tible cows with heavy doses (20 to 30 
million U.S.P. units) of vitamin D, but it 


must be fed only 3 to 7 days before the 


cows calve. Kansas State College veter- 
inarians say that the cows must be fed the 
vitamin D at least 3 days for it to be ef- 
fective but feeding it longer than 8 days 
might be harmful. 

California research workers prevented 
milk fever by feeding a low calcium- 
high phosphorus ration 30 days before 
the cows calved. They used oats hay and 
a concentrate mixture of 40-percent 
ground barley, 30-percent rolled barley 
25-percent wheat bran, and 5-percent 
cottonseed meal and sodium monophos- 
phate. However, it was not palatable 

Mississippi, Wisconsin, and Kansas 
State tests agree that there is no difference 
in the incidence of milk fever among 
cows incompletely milked and those com- 


pletely milked at calving time, 


Yellow droppings with 
layers perfectly normal 


Some poultry raisers become alarmed 
when they first notice yellow droppings 
in the litter of laying hens, They think 
their birds have picked up a disease 

Not so—yellow droppings with layers 
are perfectly normal, and the poultryman 
probably just hadn’t noticed them be- 
fore Approximately 10 percent of all 
droppings are from the ceca, or blind gut 
It has a purpose that perhaps many 
poultrymen do not realize, The small in- 
testine contains food that is very watery 
in nature. The same material is quite dry 
by the time it reaches the large intestine 

The ceca, which is between the small 
and lara intestines collects the liquid 
part of the food. The water is at least 
partially absorbed through the cecal wall 
The remaining foamy material, which is 
usually yellow in color, is passed out the 
large intestine. The exact color of the 


cecal waste depends on the feed 


Some cattle still react 
to the TB test 


Although there aren't many of them 
any more, every area tcst disc loses a lew 
cattle that react to the test for tubercu- 
losis. Some of these are actually infected 
with either the bovine or human type 
However, a much larger percentage con- 
sists of animals that have been sensitized 
to the test through contact with swine or 
chickens suffering from the avian type of 
tuberculosis 

This fact furnishes another good reason 
for keeping swine and chickens away from 
cattle 


Take cows off pasture early 
to prevent pasture flavors 


With the pasture season approaching 
in the Midwest, flavors like grass and wild 
onion in milk will again become a prob- 
lem. A great deal of trouble can be pre- 
vented by bringing the cows in off the 
pasture a couple of hours before milking 


Small litters caused 
by overfeeding sows 


We recently visited a farm where the 
owner was complaining that most of his 
sows were farrowing small litters. He was 
feeding plenty of an excel'ent ration and 
felt that a nutritional deficiency couldn’ t 
be involved 

He was right, but he had gone to the 
other extreme and fed his sows too well 
[his case is mentioned as a reminder that 
overconditioning of sows at breeding time 
or during their gestation period is one of 
the commonest causes of small litters. 


Special clinic for 
expensive breeding cows 


Sometimes a cowman gets mighty dis- 
couraged, especially when he’s shelled out 
a lot of money for a top-quality breeding 
cow and then she doesn’t reproduce 

He might do two things with this cow 
after he’s tried everything known: Ship 
her off to market, or send her to Dr. L 
M. Cropsey, veterinarian in Cassopolis, 
Michigan. Doctor Cropsey runs a 300- 
acre clinic for just such cows with some 
sort of breeding disorder. 

He doesn’t cure all of them—but he 
has helped many 

*The Doc” has about 100 patients each 
year who stay an average of 6 months 
And, it’s a 50-50 chance that your animal 
will become a useful breeder 

Often the problem—non-re productive- 
ness——is caused by an unbalanced hor- 
monal flow. This disturbance often fol- 
lows the recovery from an attack of 
trichomoniasis or vibriosis, two diseases 
taking heavy tolls on breeding animals 
each year 

As an aftermath of these diseases, some 
cows are unable to ovulate an egg, others 
will breed but are unable to carry the 
offspring 

[he treatments with hormones of the 
gonadotropin family usually clear up the 
condition 

As new patients arrive, they are treated 
and observed for 60 to 80 days. When this 
period is up she is artificially bred with a 
purebred bull 

If the patient has a history of losing 
calves during pregnancy, she is kept until 
the calf is born 

Reason for artificial insemination is to 
prevent any possible disease spread

How to buy 


Sheets and 


Here are buying tips that will help 
you make better use of the money you 
spend for sheets, pillowcases, blankets 


All about sheets and pillowcases 


There’s a great variety of colors, sizes 
fabrics, and styles to buy. To help you 
here are things you'll want to conside: 
when choosing sheets and cases that’!! 
suit farm living 

1. Fabric. Is it closely woven? Will it 
launder well? If you are buying colored 
sheets, is the fabric colorfast? What fabric 
is best for your needs? Percale is a fine: 
fabric than muslin, but is not quite as 
strong. Percale, though, has a smoother 
softer texture and is slightly lighter in 
weight. Both launder well 

Initially, nylon sheets cost more than 
cotton ones, but they wear longer, wash 
easily, dry very quickly, need no ironing 

2. Service. Is the fabric strong? How 
much will it shrink? Are the hems service 
able—ones that are straight, even, and 
fastened securely at the corners? Are the 
selvages firm and tightly woven? 

3. Size. Sheets come in sizes to fit an 
bed so you can get the right size for your 
needs. Sheets should be as long as the 
mattress plus 2 thicknesses of it and 10 
inches for a turn-under. Make sure sheets 
are wide enough for a good turn-under 
all way around 

Since the sizes shown on the labels are 
torn sizes, allow about 6 inches for the 
hems and about 6 inches for shrinkage. A 
108-inch sheet is usually about 98 inches 
after hemming and laundering

4. Style. Sheets have style, too, just as 
furniture and other things in your home 

Investigate the advantages of fitted 
sheets For the bottom, they solve many 
problems of bedmaking and give a smooth 
taut surface. Look for bindings that are of 
the same fabric as the sheets

All about blankets 


Weight is no longer an indication of a 
blanket’s warmth. Lighter ones are won- 
derful and can be just as warm as many 
of the heavier ones we bought in the past 
Here are points you'll want to think 
about when choosing your new blankets 

1. Size. For the most sleeping comfort, 
blankets should be 10 inches longer and 
18 inches wider than your mattress 

2. Weight. Many other factors besides 
weight influence the warmth and wearing 
qualities of a blanket. Trends in modern 
heating and air conditioning of farm 
homes mean that more lighter-weight blan- 
kets will be needed—for both summer 
and winter. And, many available today 
can be used the year round—they’re 
warm enough for winter and not too 
warm for summer 

3. Style and fabric. Many pastel col- 
ors and lighter weights are brightening 
the blanket picture. Lighter weight means 
more comfort, better sleep, and less pull- 
ing and tugging at the covers. Blends of 
wool-cotton-nylon, and rayon and nylon, 
as well as others are good buys. They are 
easy to handle, easy to wash, and useful 
the year round. Many of the 3-pound 
blankets you can buy now are as warm as 
5- and 6-pound blankets mother bought 

Electric blankets, with built-in wiring, 
even have dual controls. Thus two per- 
sons can regulate the amount of warmth 
each likes 

Several blankets with printed designs 
have matching sheets, dust ruffles, and 
curtains. Try some when you start re- 
decorating your bedrooms next time 

4. Bindings. Many are decorative and 
very pretty. Look for washability (if the 
blanket is washable), quality material, 
and ample width. The binding should be 
securely sewed to the blanket and slightly 
eased over the edges so it won't shrink 
more than the blanket when laundered 

5. Finishes. Blankets containing fibers 
that moths will attack should have a 
moth-resistant finish, and ones that have 
napped-rayon fibers should also have a 
‘lame-resistant finish. [he labels will tell 
you what finishes have been given to the 
blanket. And, look for naps that do not

management ideas which can be put to 
use in any size hog operation. Their pres- 
ent setup is geared to turn out around 
3,000 hogs a year. Here’s a complete 
breakdown of the four phases of their 
hog operation—sow handling, farrowing, 


growing, and fattening 


Sow-handling program 


Che first question that pops into your 
mind when you go to multiple farrowing 
is this: How can I get my sows to farrow 
the same time each month? These three 
farmers think they have the answer to 
that problem 

First of all, they divided the 40 acres 
into five, 5-acre plots (see drawing on 
page 34). One lot will be used as a sow 
pool, All sows will be turned back into 
the sow pool after farrowing. New breed- 
ing stock will also go into the sow pool 
Sows are given a 3-day drying-off period 
in which they are held in a pen and ob- 
served closely 

As you can see by the drawing, a breed- 
ing pen is next to the sow pool. Between 
the two areas is a board fence. When a 
sow is in heat she paces up and down this 
fence. They plan to catch her on the first 
day of her 3-day heat period. Up to 10 
sows in heat on that day will be turned in 
with the boar. After spending no longer 


than 2 


days in this pen, the sows are shift- 
ed to a second breeding pen. Here an- 
other boar is used to service the sow. By 
getting a service from two boars, they 
hope to eliminate the problem of sows not 
M ttling 

After spending 3 days in the breeding 
pens, the sows are taken to one of the 
bred-sow pastures. Here, they are held 
through the gestation period 

As you will note, there is more than 
one gestation pasture his enables the 
operators to take animals off one pas«ure 
completely for a period of a month. Each 
month they plan to breed 24 sows, the 
capacity of the farrowing house. As you 
will note by the drawing, there is a lane 
which connects with each of the gestation

Drain pipe. Should it become necessary 
to seal leaks, repair the dam, clean out 
the weeds, or remove undesirable fish, a 


drain pipe is essential 


Dam construction. Have the dam built of 
good clay material and have it proper! 
packed to prevent leaks. A leaky pond 
varies in water level, a condition not de- 
sirable for your fish 

With the pond ifficiently tilled with 


water, the next problem iS Stocking the 
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proper kind of fish. And this should re- 
ceive the same consideration as selecting 
the correct corn or small grain seed vari 
ty for your spring planting 

Stocking recommendations vary Penn- 
sylvania Agricultural Extension Service 
says for best results stock your pond with 
fingerling-size fish of the 1- to 3-inch size 
They suggest stocking 1,000 bluegill 
fingerlings and 100 bass fingerlings to an 
acre pond Kansas State College recom 
mends 100 bass, 100 bluegill, and 100 
channel cats to an acre 

These fingerling fish are available from 
several sources. Contact your local county 
agricultural agent for this information 
and also for his recommendation on the 
species and number of fish to place in 
your pond 

In a bass-bluegill pond there is a bal- 
ance established between the food fish 
bluegill, predator fish, bass. When you 
stock another food fish such as bullheads 
common suntish, or carp, you ¢ omphlicat 
the tish population and ask for trouble 

However, an adequate supply of food 
is the critical factor upon which the suc 
cess of your pond depends And the key 
o an abundant fish-food supply is plank 
ton uny organisms supported ly ill 
natural water

Rotation grazing gives 20 
percent more milk per acre 


In an Ohio Experiment, one 9-acre 
pasture (planted to brome-alfalfa-Ladino 
mixture) was grazed continuously by 10 
producing cows for an experimental peri- 
od of 121 days—and it produced about 
),000 pounds of 4-percent milk 

A similar plot of the same field was di- 
vided by electric fences into 6 paddocks 
of 14% acres each. These were grazed in 
rotation by 10 similar cows (usually for 
4 to 10 days before being moved 

rhis rotation grazing not only pro- 
duced the same amount of milk from the 
9 acres—but it produced enough grass 
silage from the surplus first crop to make 
an extra 1,000 pounds of milk (a total of 
6,000 pounds from 9 acres). 


Builds own overhead 
feed chute and auger 


Carl Schneider, a dairyman in Andrew 
County, Missouri built his own overhead 
feed chute including augers for his Grade 
A milking parlor. 

The chutes which carry feed from over- 


head bins are 844” square. Circular 
augers with five 4-inch paddles cach de- 
liver 1 pound of ration. A full turn gives 
a cow 5 pounds 

Paddles are built of 1/16” sheet iron. 


Diazinon controls flies 
for 6 to 8 weeks 


To get good fly control, the entomology 
department at Cornell University recom- 
mends the use of 8 pounds of 25 percent 
diazinon wettable powder in 25 gallons 
of water, One gallon of this spray covers 
250 square feet of wall or ceiling area. 
The walls should be covered with the 
solution to the point of runoff 

Diazinon is more toxic than DDT and 
should be handied with caution.

Cheaper gains and more returns per 
acre of oats silage was obtained with 4 
pound feeder calves at the University of 
Illinois when fed up to 4 pounds of corn 
per head per day along with oats silag 
and 2 pounds of legume hay. The silage

For wintering calves 126 days, the 4 
pounds-per-day level of corn in the ration 
made possible a return of $123 per acre of 
oats silage at an over-all cost of $16.04 
per hundredweight gain. On the 2- 
pounds-of-corn level, it was $85 and 
$20.08 while when no corn was fed, it was 
$83 78 and $21.60 

Calves on the continuous low level of 2 
pounds of corn per head per day made no 
better gains than those made by calves 
fed no corn for the first 98 days and 
pounds of corn for the remaining 28 days 
The results indicate, though not conclu- 
sively, that some labor might be saved by 
waiting until well into the winter to start 
corn supplementation 


Stilbestrol on pasture 
boosts beef gains 6 percent 


Feeding steers stilbestrol for 210 days 
126 of which were on legume pasture, re- 
sulted in a 6-percent increase in daily 
gain and a saving of 3.1 percent in feed 
cost at the University of Illinois. There 
was no apparent change in on-foot grade 

During the 126-day pasture period 
steers receiving 7.5 milligrams of stil 
bestrol gained 11 percent faster and made 
their gains at a /-percent saving in feed 
cost. During the 56-day final finishing 
period, however, the stilbestrol steers 
gained at a 6.5 percent slower rate and 


the gains cost 2 percent more 


Save by feeding bred 
sows grass-legume silage 


A grass-legume-ground corn silage in- 
creased gains of bred sows 25 percent at 
considerably lower costs than for sows 
on a balanced ration in tests at Illinois 
University 

In the tests, 6.6 pounds of the silage re 
placed 2.5 pounds of the balanced ration 
Sows on the silage ate 6.6 pounds of silage 
and 3.5 pounds of the balanced ration 
compared with 6 pounds of the balanced 
ration for sows not getting silage 

Average daily gain of 500-pound bred 
sows was 1.20 pounds for those fed silage 
compared with .96 pound for those fed 
the balanced ration without silage 

The silage was 40 percent alfalfa, 40 
percent bromegrass, and 20 percent 
ground yellow corn—-when it was made 
The silage was highly palatable so the 
sows ate as much as 12 pounds of it each 
daily, through average consumption was 


6.6 pounds daily 
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implanting stilbestrol 
brings good results 


Che approval of stilbestrol implanting 
by the Pure Food and Drug Administra- 
tion emphasizes the importance of im- 
planting tests conducted by the Univer- 
sity of California with several hundred 
beef cattle 

Ihe tests indicated that beef steers on 
full feed and treated with 60 milligrams 
of stilbestrol gained about /4 pound 
more per head daily than did similar un- 
treated animals. A single treatment of 
five 12-milligram pellets of stilbestrol im- 
planted subcutaneously in the ear gave 
best results. Cost amounted to about 15 
cents per animal 

Heifers did not gain so rapidly as did 
steers. Also, treated heifers on full feed in 
dry lot had some difficulty with vaginal 
prolaps 

Carcasses from treated animals return 
$3 to $20 more than those of untreated 
animals. From 100 to 300 pounds less feed 
for 100 pounds gain were needed by the 
treated group as compared to the untreat 
ed. The carcass grade of treated steers 
ranged slightly lower than that of th 


control animals 


Portable feed grinder 
unit saves time, labor 


The flow of feed from storage bins to 
livestock should be one smooth, fast op- 
eration, no matter where the livestock 
may be located. A portable feed grindet 
and feed augering setup makes this possi- 
ble for Russell Scheeler near Dunlap, 
Illinois 

From the bin or crib, grain and feed 
are augered or dumped into his auger 
wagon.

The livestock ration is then augered 
into a portable feed grinder which grinds 
it and then augers it into a self feeder 
rhis was made possible by the conversion 
of a reguiar stationary feed grinder into a 
portable one. The front end of an old car 
was used for the chassis 

A used unloader auger was taken from 


a combine and attached to the grinder to 


convey feed into self-feeders or bins

Pigs in clover save 
grain and supplement 


Raise pigs on Ladino clover the 
slogan of Thomas Reese and his son, Bob 
of Geneseo, [linois. They have managed 
to beat the price-cost squeeze” by 
shaving off $2 to $3 per hundredweight 
from their swine production costs 

Working with four experimental lots of 
pigs on Ladino clover, Reese has already 
learned that pigs on Ladino cat less 
shelled corn, protein supplement, and 
oats. He thinks pigs should have these 
feeds in self-feeders on the pasture so they 
can balance their own ration. 

A home-blend of 1,000 pounds of meat 
scraps, 300 pounds of steamed bonemeal 
300 pounds of linseed meal, 200 pounds 
of oats-molasses feed, 200 pounds of 
minerals, including calcium and salt, is 
proving satisfactory. It is mixed with 
ground oats at the rate of 9 bushels of 


oats to 3 bushels of supplement 


Piperazine dosage level for 
roundworm control 


Ihe new piperazine wormers for swine 
should be administered at dosage levels 
which provide approximately 1/5 of an 
ounce of piperazine base or anhydrous 
piperazine per 100 pounds of animal live 
weight 

Swine treated with piperazine at this 
level will expel the roundworms within 24 
to 36 hours. The first dosage should be 
given when pigs are about 50 days old 
Later dosage should follow at 50-day in 
tervals until the animals reach market

Three kinds of hormones 
boost beef gains 


Purdue Experiment Station recently 
investigated the value of feeding 2-year- 
old steers a fattening ration containing 
either diethylstilbestrol—or hexestrol

The base ration consisted of ground 
shelled corn, ground corncobs, simple 
minerals, and 344 pounds daily of Purdue 
Cattle Supplement A. Each steer received 
10 milligrams of some hormone per day 
for the entire feeding period of 123 days 

Total gains for the check lot of steers 
(in 123 days) averaged 274 pounds per 
steer; for dinestrol, they averaged 313 
pounds per steer; for diethylstilbestrol 
they averaged 324 pounds; and for hex- 
estrol they averaged 326 pounds. The 
steers getting hormones also required 


from 9 percent to 12 percent less feed 


Feed can influence 
percent of lean in hog 


Though breeding for meat-type pigs is 
the primary way to get them, what and 
how they are fed also helps, research at 
Missouri indicates 

At Missouri L. F. Tribble and W. H 
Pfander, with 128 crossbred pigs, got 2.5 
percent more lean cuts and 6.3 percent 
less fat from pigs on limited feed (85 per- 
cent full feed) than from those on full 
feed. Those on limited feed gained 26 
percent slower but made 5.2 percent 
more efficient gains 

In another trial, carcasses of those fed 
16-percent protein had 1.6 percent more 
lean cuts and 4.5 percent less fat than 


those fed 12-percent protein 


Stilbestrol saves feed but 
not fattening time 


Results of recent feeding tests with 
stilbestrol at Beltsville, Maryland, con- 
firm previous reports that this hormone- 
like chemical can save feed but does not 
shorten the time required to give steers 
the desired degree of fatness 

Dr. T. C. Byerly, assistant director of 
livestock research, states that stilbestrol 
fed cattle must be marketed at heavier 
weights than those not given stilbestrol 

This may account, Doctor Byerly says 
for the fact that average weights of steers 
marketed last fall generally exceeded 
those of cattle marketed during the cor- 
responding period in 1954. Since the 
feeding of stilbestrol was approved in 
November 1954, an estimated 5 million 
cattle have been fattened on rations con-
